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TREATING  AND  PLANTING 


To  be  sure  of  clean,  vigorous  bulbs  everything  is  treated 
with  semeson,  or  something  equally  as  good,  before  plant¬ 
ing  and  planted  on  new  rich  sandy  loam.  We  plant  noth¬ 
ing  but  bulblets  and  small  bulbs,  consequently  have  nothing 
but  young,  plump,  high  crown,  vigorous  bulbs  to  offer  you. 
Bulbs  that  will  give  you  prize-winning  flowers.  These  are 
the  kind  you  should  buy.  Remember,  a  one-inch  bulb  of 
this  kind  is  better  for  you  than  an  old  bulb  three  times 
the  diameter.  We  never  have  old  bulbs  to  offer. 


ARTIFICIAL  IRRIGATION 

is  fine  for  growing  show  flowers,  but  for  the  production 
of  good,  sound,  healthy  bulbs  we  find  the  natural  rain  as 
it  falls  from  the  sky  is  far  superior,  so  we  sold  our  “rain 
maker”  to  the  State  Agricultural  College  for  a  song.

A  WORD  ABOUT  SIZES 

Size  No.  1  means  bulbs  l1/*  inches  in  diameter  and  even 
larger — in  some  varieties  much  larger. 

Size  No.  2  means  bulbs  with  a  diameter  of  1*4  inches  to 
1  y2  inches. 

Size  No.  3  means  bulbs  with  a  diameter  of  1  inch  to  1% 
inches. 

Any  of  these  sizes  should  produce  very  fine  flowers.  Some 
of  our  patrons  claim  that  size  No.  3  is  as  good  as  any.  Some 
tell  us  the  larger  bulbs  produce  larger  flowers  and  some¬ 
times  produce  too  or  more  spikes.  As  some  prefer  one  size 
and  some  another,  we  offer  all  three  sizes. 
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SPECIAL  DISCOUNTS 


During  December  and  January  we  are  very  busy  ;  during 
February,  March,  April  and  May  our  workroom  is  a  ver¬ 
itable  bee-hive.  In  an  effort  to  partly  eliminate  the  rush 
of  the  later  months,  w’e  offer  10%  discount  on  orders  re¬ 
ceived  in  December,  and  5%  on  orders  received  in  January. 
In  order  to  be  entitled  to  these  discounts  your  order  must 
be  in  the  mail  before  the  expiration  of  time  designated. 


ABOUT  PRICES 

Our  prices  were  so  low  last  year  that  many  wondered 
how  we  could  supply  such  fine  bulbs.  Many  did  not  believe 
we  could  do  it  until  they  timidly  tried  a  small  order  and 
let  us  show  them.  Then  they  ordered  again  and  again. 
The  only  answer  is  that  we  are  completely  equipped  and 
grow  millions  of  them. 

For  over  ten  years  we  grew  millions  of  bulbs  each  year

and  sold  only  wholesale  to  the  florists  and  greenhouses 
all  over  the  United  States  and  Canada,  so  wre  are  thorough¬ 
ly  equipped  for  the  growing,  cleaning,  packing  and  shipping 
of  gladiolus  bulbs.
